President Roosevelt made public 
at his press conference late yes­ 
terday a budget report showing 
revenues would top his revised esti­ 
mate hy $50,000,000 to $60,000.<>00. 
Spending for ordinary govern­ 
ment purposes, it said, will exceed 
the forecast by $75,OnO.OOO.

The $75,000,000 figure, Mr. Roose­

BELLEVUE. CL. June 30—Belle 
Vue, the city that sits atop a se w er­ 
like maze of underground rivers, 
prepared today to bid goodbye to 
' vremainin^j f ^odwaters by usher 
i a, ‘.hem through a cut in a 
ibad em bankm ent. 
Mayor R. E. Woleslagel said that 
a 16-foot gap would be made in a 
New York Central railroad "fill’’ 
to the north, so that waters which 
have been in the streets for nearly 
a week could escape more quickly. 
Menace of the odd flood, which 
has caused an estimated $100,000 
damage, 
already 
is 
ended, 
the 
mayor said. Another railroad bank, 
south of the city, will not be open­ 
ed. he declared, because it holds 
back rainwaters which filled near­ 
ly 2,000 acres of farmlaud with 
deep pools. 
“ Bellevue is almost encircled by 
railroad embankments,’’ said the 
rn ny or. "so it has been like a bowl 
full of water aB a result of heavy 
rains 
that checked 
the 
natural 
underground drainage system.

New York Central dike will be is

I anything. We will not open the 
N ickel Plates hank on the south, 
because that would not help.” 
“I believe we may have to work 
out an entirely new drainage sys­ 
tem here to prevent floods in the 
future.”

watershed seems in some way to 
have been altered south of here, 
so that we get more ‘runoff’ than 
formerly. That is what caused our 
flood.” 
Underground streams criss-cross 
the entire area, he asserted, and 
eventually carry a large volume of 
water into Lake Erie. 
“There’s a spot south of town 
where you can go down in a cavern 
about IOO feet and find a large, 
clear and rushing stream of water,” 
Woleslagel said. 
“By drilling in the city. we have 
found three distinct levels of run­ 
ning water, all pure and apparent­ 
ly inexhaustible. 
“Many a family here has no 
man-made sewage system, but has 
simply drilled down to running 
water and piped its sewage off that 
way. Our drinking water supply, 
from reservoirs, is not affected.

FINANCIER, DIES AT 72 


St^tesm an-Banker Stricken

NEW YORK, June 30—The world 
of finance lost its third prominent 
figure within a month with the 
death of Frank A Vanderlip. who 
m ade the National City bank the 
world s largest private hanking in­ 
stitution before he retired to be­ 
come a statesman-banker. 
Vanderlip died yesterday at the 
age of 72 in New York hospital, 
less than two weeks after a minor 
operation for an intestinal ailment. 
He had been ill in California eight 
months ago and entered the hospi­ 
tal June 16 for what his son. Frank 
A Vanderlip Jr. had described as 
“observation.” 
John 
D 
Rockefeller 
Sr., 
who 
gained millions in oil. and George 
F 
Baker, international financier, 
died in May. 
Vanderlip retired from the Na 
tional City hank in 1919 but rest­ 
lessness and what he termed in­ 
ability to learn to play led him 
to travel widely, not for the sake 
of journeying, bur to study inter­ 
national finance. He became an ex 
pert on war debts and reparations 
and in 1922 was seated at the in 
ter-allied conference at Geneva.

Suggests Way To Bolster 


Old Age Program

special aub-committee of the Ohio 
senate advanced today eight aug 
geationa for Improving the states 
aid for aged system 
and 
recom 
mended that their merits 
ba 
in 
vestigated carefully. 
Tho Biib-commlttee, which con 
ducted a preliminary Inquiry int*)* 
the handling of old age pensions, 
urged In a report to the recodlfl- 
cation committee that the sugges­ 
tions he taken up Immediately “In 
order to protect the taxpayers of 
Ohio as w*ll aa the recipients of 
pensions.” 
It also recommended that 
the 
entire committee investigate the 
division of ald for the aged. 
It proposed an investigation of 
the advisability of establishing a 
trust fund from which pensions 
would be paid. 
Vice chairman John Taylor 
of 
Columbiana said. “There seems to 
he a feeling that a reasonable 
amount each year should he put 
aside exclusively for old age pen 
sfons until such funds equals the 
average annual requirement, arid 
that then the policy should he to 
spend only the amount In this fund 
In any one year.” 
At present, the revenue from the 
$1 a gallon liquor tax and profits 
of the liquor department are ear 
marked for pensions. 
Taylor Advocates New Policy 
“In other words,”

said. “this committee should In. 
ventilate Ihe advisability of adopt 
fug a policy of appropriating only 
the money which Is on hand In­ 
stead of the present policy of ap.

RETURNS TO AIRWAYS 


By RO YAL S. C O PELA N D , M. D. 
O 
NE of my colleague* in the sen­ 
ate recently made a statement 
about automobile accidents which 
was most am izing 
He pointed out 
that in addition to the 3R.O0O who 
KAO reported killed last year. 11O,* 
OOO received permanently disabling 
injuries, and 1.230,000 received tem­ 
porarily disabling injuries. 
In other words, the actual number 
of men, women and children killed 
or injured on our streets or high- 
avays in one year equals twice the 
population of 'he District of Colum­ 
bia. 
These figures 
are 
atartling 
and require the serious considera­ 
tion of every citizen. 
Efforts mns* be made to curb this 
terrific annual toll. It can be accom­ 
plished by means of a well planned 
campaign, as was done in the case 
of Industrial and occupational ha* 
ards which once took a large toll of 
Jives 
Industry faced this problem, 
and through safety committees and 
campaigns, 
occupational 
deaths 
have been greatly reduced. Surely, 
like benefits ran be accomplished 
aa to the automobile menace whi< h 
the nation now faces. 
Safety Important 
The motorist ss w ell ss the j*edes- 
trlan must consider safety as the 
thing of greatest Importance. Every 
measure that can be thought of must. 
bo taken to guard human lives ami 
to prevent permanent 
deformities 
and disabilities. 
Nothing is more 
tragic than a crippled or maimed 
body, the result of a preventable 
automobile accident. 
Carelessness accounts for many 
of these Injuries. But there is still 
another factor of safety that Is over­ 
looked. 
I refer to the necessity of 
good health as a necessary consid­ 
eration in making driving safe and 
sane. 
Many of those who operate auto­ 
mobiles are physically handicapped 
by poor vision or faulty 
hearing. 
Many an accident takes place be­ 
cause the driver la physically below 
par and. on this account, u n a b le to 
cope with a sudden emergency. 
Tests Are Given 
In some states tests of vision and 
hearing are compulsory. 
Yet, the 
man who should wear glasses and 
has them, may he tempted to leave 
them In his pocket while driving. 
This is unfair to the public because 
be must have 
the 
hest 
possible 
vision. 
The sense of hearing may seem 
lo have little pert In establishing 
the qualifications of a driver. 
As a 
matter of fact, good hearing is of 
vital importance. By the aid of the 
ears we are frequently stimulsted 
to avoid disaster. A serious defect 
here is another handicap. 
There is no doubt that we must 
correct many risks to make the 
highways safe. 
Everyone must en­ 
list in this campaign 
for safely. 
Children and adults must be con­ 
stantly Impressed with the need of 
caution in crossing streets. 
Above 
all, drivers must be physically and 
mentally fit for the responsibility 
of driving a car.

when the fresh fruits are no longer 
available. 
As most of these delicacies re­ 
quire spicing for their particularly 
luxurious effect this time of year 
affords 
a 
good 
opportunity 
for 
cher king the spice supplies to see 
that they are adequate and in good 
condition. 
It may be that they 
have lost some of their strength 
due to exposure to air or by reason 
of having been on your shelves for! 
a year or so. 
In that case It is 
wiser to discard them for a small 


new supply with which to insure 
true s p i c i n e s s o f your canned fruits 
and pickles. 
Sweet Pickled Peaches 
Va peck peaches, 2 pounds brown 
sugar, I pint vinegar, I ounce of 
stick cinnamon, whole cloves. 
Stir together the sugar, vinegar 
and cinnamon. 
Bring this mixture 
to a boil and keep boiling for 20 
minutes. 
.Meantime dip the peach- 
e© in hot water quickly, and then 
rub off the fur with a cloth. Stick 
four whole cloves into each peach 
and then pnt them in the boiling 
syrup. 
Cook until the fruit is soft 
but still retains its shape. 
Pack 
in sterilised jar*. 
Boil only half 
the peaches at one time, then use 
the same syrup for the rest of the 
fruit. 
Pour syrup over the packed 
fruit and seal, 
lf preferred, the 
peach©* can be pared instead of 
merely having the fuzx rubbed off. 
Pickled pears can be made with 
this same syrup formula. 
Spiced Currants 
5 pounds currants, k cups sugar, 
I pint vinegar, 2 tablespoons cinna­ 
mon, I tablespoon cloves. 
Wash and stem currants; place 
in a large kettle with the sugar, 
vinegar and spices. 
Stir well and 
boil slowly for about I bour or un­ 
til the mixture is the consistency 
of heavy syrup.
